AGREMENT TO THE APPOINTMENT OP DR. PRANCIS MADING 

DENG AS AMBASSADOR TO THE US TO SUCCEED AMBASSADOR 
HAMZA. WHEN CHARGE ASKED WHY NOTE WAS NOT BEING 
TRANSMITTED VIA THE SUDANESE EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON, 

AHMAD REPLID WITHOUT PURTHER EXPLANATION THAT AMBASSADOR 
HAMZA WAS NOT BEING INPORMED AT THE PRESENT OP HIS SUCCESSOR'S

AND DENMARK. HE HAS STUDIED AT UNIVERSITY OF 

KHARTOUM, LONDON UNIVERSITY AND YALE UNIVERSITY, 

TAUGHT AT NEW YORK UNIVERSITY AND COLUMBIA 
UNIVERSITY AND PUBLISHED SEVERAL SOCIOLOGICAL BOOKS 
AND ARTICLES PRINCIPALLY ON THE SOUTHERN SUDANESE 
DINKA PEOPLE. OTHER THAN THE PACT THAT DENG REPORTEDLY
